3. Tho Ope rational ard Strategical Situ ation of the Carpathia n Military 
Dist rict: 

Tho Carpathian Military District has a eoiqgiotoJy different 
geographical and strategical position from, any other Western or 
Central Military District in European Russia. Formed from tho 
.territories ’.vhich.nuver belonged to Russia and which had an entirely 
different social . and economic structure the Carpathian Military 
District is situated' in a. gQOfiraphicjpornor between Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary. and' Roumania. From the- geographical point 
bf view the- District territory 'is divided -by tho Carpathian range into 
two part3, tho Korthorn (formerly Polish) and the ' Southern (formerly 
Czechoslovak), 
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All MLlitfi^v Di3triqt8 in tho USSR aro graded according to 
their strategical]] irst-olass Distriota such 

as MOSCOW, lEfcOTGRgD;^.^, - . the CAUCASUS. There aro 

also the seoond-olass districts mainly in Central Russia such as 
VOLGA, GORKEY or VOR'DrYEZH. The Carpathian District appears to he 
plaoed by the "MOSCOW authorities between tho first and second class 
Distriota. 


As tho first class Districts aro tho large static bases which 
dispose of largo numbers of troops and aro prepared to form, maintain 
and supply a considerable number of reserve units, being in faot not 
only Districts but also Amy Groups (or as tho Russians oalled thorn 
"Fronts"), the second class Central Districts like VORCNYEZH,GQRKIY 
Md VOLGA are generally considered as strategical reserves of tho 
Supreme HQ (EBZEEV GLAVN0V0 KQMAKDOVAHIYA) . Troops of those Distriota 
aro completely ready for action at any time having allnocosaary HQs and 
Supply Unite ready,, But they aro not prepared for a largo scale 
formation of reserve troops and aro not considered as supply basos, 
haying a vary limitod nvuribor of the rear establishment units and 
supply dumps. 

Tho Carpathian District , judging from its supply reserves, 
repair dumps and workshops, appears to bo plaoed between the first and 
seoond class Districts. Its supply dumps and repair units are of semi- 
static typo or in other words they aro statio but ready at any time to 
become mobile. 

.It might be that this difforenoo in structure of the Carpathian 
District is aooountel for by tho faot that a very largo percentage of 
foreign and hostile population lives in the District territory, and 
that the central authorities consider a mass formation of reserve units 
from the looal population too dangerous for suoh a geographically 
exposed territory. On tho other hand it appears that troops of the 
Carpathian District are assigned "to look after" Poland and Hungary and 
form a natural link between tho troops in -the USSR and those stationed 
in Hungary and Poland. Therefore tho organisation of the Carpathian 
Distriot is mobile ana there aro no essential statio supply dunps whoso 
destruction or heavy damage by local sabotage organisations could. do a 
great harm to the Soviet Armed Foroes. 


Thore is one weakness, however, in tho operational side of 
preparations of tho Carpathian Distri ot which was either not quite 
cleared yet or else,] something does not' work in 

plonnina (CHTO-TO V ELA KAK H KYE RABQT AYCT) . Th is weakness 
is Transport and in particular roods. 

The railway network in tho Carpathian Military District in 
comparison with the Soviet railways is very denso and technically 
well constructed and equipped (permanent way, signal and block system, 
workshops oto),__ As the Soviet peaoe and war-time transport systom is 
based almost ontirely oh railway's it waB obvious that first of all 
the Soviet Government would restore the Carpathian railway network 
which, was heavily destroyed during the war. jBy 1950 the reconstruction 
work anl also conversion from the European to the Russian gauge had 
boon accomplished. : Only a large number of station buildings were 
still in their greater part either in ruins or under reconstruction. 

But generally speaking in 1950 the Carpathian District railway 
network was restorod and tied up with the Soviet network, re ady in 
ease, of emergency tc eariy all burdens of strategical transport. 
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is the Carpathian range of mountains.

the southern centres - of the District are connected with LWOW ana the 
other northern first class junctions only “by three single traok linos 

running through mountainous country with a number of tunnels. ■ 

mil nai- able bridges anfl.viarj.unts ana sham ’-proa ■junta. 


the Soviet soldiers 

always feel much hotter when they have safely passed these mountains, 
which are in fact boautiful and not so terrifying. But these throo 
f lines crossing the Carpathian range through the UZOK Pass, SKDLE and 
the TARTAR Bass are really vulnerable and | the blowing 

up of a couple of bridges could completely cut off MJKACEVO, UZHORQD 
and-CHCST as well as the Hungarian railways from their "Soviet 

Motherland". | j&atnage to these 

three linos would affoot only a small section of the Carpathian 
District railways.! The main and the most important part of tho 
Carpathian .railway network is based on tho quadrangle formed by four 
first class junctions -LWOW, TAHN0P0L, STANISLAVTOW-OlIffHJlI and 
STRYJ. Serious damage to these junctions would affeot traffic even 
beyond the Carpathian District boundaries). 


If tho railway network is in general restored and by Soviet 
standards well maintained, an entirely different position exists with 
the roads. yThe road network in the Carpathian Distriot is rtuoh donsor 
and much better than in the adjacent Soviet territories. It is based 
like the railways on the quadrangle LWOW, TAENOPOL, STA1IISLAW0W and 
STRYJ. The roads there aro quite solidly built and some main road 
sectors could be used as triplo carriage-ways. They have chiefly a 
gravel Surf aoq which used- to bo in quite a good state of repair and 
good for all types of motor transport in all seasons. There aro some 
macadamized roads such as LWOW-STEYJ, LWDW-GRQDEK JAGIEIJjCIKSKI and 
further to the west; partly LWOW-TAHNOPOL highway; and some sectors of 
the other main roads (o.g, CZCRTK07/-K0PYCZYKCE and othors). Tho 
highway LWDW-STRYJ^KOLE-MTKACEVO-BEEBHOVO has a gravel surface south 
of STRYJ. ‘

.except for the highways LVTOW-STHYJ and 
LWOW-HSEMYSL which wore more o r less maintained, all other roads were 

in a very bad state, of repair. the LW0W-TARM0P0L 

highway as a' very good, one buf . then gradually it became worse and 
worse and in 1950 was as bad as the others. The mason for this bad 
state of roads is that -they are "maintained" in a Soviet way or in 
other words they are not maintained at all. 


The best nighway LWOW- MJKACEVO, which

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4. Politioal and Economic information; 


[the Soviet Government had a number of 

difficulties to overcome. In spite of the different national features 
of the native population and the different economic structure of both 
the Polish and Czechoslovak parts of the Carpathian Military District 
tho Russians found an identical atmosphere and identical difficulties 
both north, and south of tho Carpathian -Range. 


The Russian national policy was. different in the former Polish 
and Czech territories. In Poland they forcibly deported the groater 
part of the Polish population or rather they continued mass 
deportations which they hod started in tho 1939 * 4.1 pjjriod. in 1945 
they deported Poles to Poland and a very considerable number of tho 
Ukrainian population to the USSR. In the former Czech territory they 
left the bulk of tile native population considering them as Russians 
ahd therefore the number of now settle rs i‘n the Czech part of tho 
District was comparatively very small. in LWDW 

in 1946 the deportation action was practically accomplished and a 
certain number of Poles remained in the town, chiefly workers who 
desperately opposed doportation and whom the Russians, apparently tired 

of difficulties which they .had already; had with the stubborn 

inhabitants of LWOV.V left whoro they wore. I

There were alLso in LWOW a largo number of Soviet Jews who 
arrived as new settlers and began to buy and sell everything. They 
occupied chiefly all key positions in the commercial 'enterprises. 
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I I the percentage of Polish population which 

remained in LW07, r at approx 30/i. This appears to be exaggerated. The 
attitudo of the Polish population there was and remained extremely 
hostile towards the Russians. It was not a natter of Communist policy 
but purely a national hatred, (Before 1929 LTOT had soon Russians 
only once in its history- - in 1914—15 for approx ton months)! 

I the local Poles were not afraid to express their hostile 
feelings. They used to tell tho Russians .opehly "just wait, our 
people will come, baok and then they will. show, you” ( PCD CZHD IT YE , KASHI 
IttEENUTSYA I VAM POKAZHtH). The attitudo of tho Russians was rathor 
indifferent, they woro happy there and they hoped to stay 

there for good. There woro howover some - shadows in thoir happiness.

In the former Czechoslovak terr itories south of .the Car pathian 
Range the local population, among which] _ was a- 

very large percentage of Hungarians, was just as hostilo towards the 
Russians as on the Polish side of tho Carpathians. (The population in 
those p arts of the USSR bad ne ver soon Russians in thoir history before 

194A). L , I the atmosphere there was even more 

intense than on the Polish side bocauso there were, very. few new Russian 
settlers and the local population was in a groat majority. Tho 
Hungarians in MUKACEVO, U2H0RGD and in other towns -cur8ed _tha Russians 
openly. They had even different prices in the market foifiho natives 
and for the Russian newcomers. Thoro was very little subversive 
activity on this side of the Carpathians. 

There were many Jews from tho USSR occupying the best positions 
in the commercial enterprises and . trading,. , Being very unpopular in 
theif native Soviet Union the Jews in the former Polish and Czech 
territories became very pro-Russian and felt muoh better thoro than at 
home. 
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| the attitudo ‘of the Soviet authorities 
towards religion was similar, to the gonoral pelioy in the USSR. Tho 
Grook . Catholic (Uniat) Church to which almost all Ukrainians living on 
tho Polish side, of tho • Carpathian Distriot belonged ms coup lotoly 
destroyed and. tho Uniats bocamo "automatically" Orthodox. In tho City 
of LTOW, almost entirely Roman Catholic, or Uniat, whoro almost all 
churches wore of historical and .artistic value, the greater part of them 
have boon closed and some of them have boon converted into Soviet 
stores. ; Soma churches remained open and wore, always full of worshippers. 


Itom the point of viow of economics there was very little 
development in the Carpathian District, Colloc+iVisation was 
introduced in all vilLages and the results wore the same as in Russia. 
The agriculture did not improve much, farmers lost their property and 
tho only result of the collectivisation was ah increase of hostility 

towards the Russians and the Soviet regime. ; | 

owing to tho mass deportation of Poles from' the former Polish 
torritorios the process of economic, fusion of those territories with 
. the USSR was comparatively easy. In -the former Czech territories it 
■was. much raoro difficult because the greater part of the population had 
not moved. Therefore tho Soviet Government was there forced to use a 
groat number of the. local people for the economic organisation who not 
only disliked the now eeonomio policy but did not understand it and did 
not know how to introduce it. 


tho Soviet Government paid considerable 
attention to the new 'research work in the oilfields area (BOETSLAW). 
Now drillings were carried ■ ou t 12 km north of S TRYJ along tho MOW 
highway and just oast of it. 1, ItHe research teams there 

wero looking for natural gas. 


In MOW itself the Russians installed on the Adam Mtokiowicsi

la great deal of money was given by tho Government 
for the, rose arch work. J b -hoy : found oil in five or 

six new spots. But, as everywhere in the Polish Carpathians, there wore 
groat technical difficulties in tho research work because the oil 
there is vory deep underground.
